Uniform Order of Common Ser- 


vice and Prayer, and of the Ad- 

miniſtration of .Sacraments, Rites and Cere- 
monies in the Church of England ( agreeable to 
the Word of God, and uſage of the Primitive 
Church) 3 by the Reverend Biſhops 
and Clergy, ſet forth in one Book, intituled, 
The book of Common Prayer , and Adminiſtration 
of Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonits in 
the Church of England , and enjoyned to be uſed 
by Act of Parliament holden in the ſaid firſt 
year of the ſaid late Queen, intituled, An A 
for the uniformity of Common Prayer, and Service 
in the church, and Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments , very comfortable to all good people de- 
frous to live in Chriſtian converſation , and 
moſt profitable to the Eſtate of this Realm, 
upon the which the Mercy , Favour and Bleſ- 
ſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe fo readily 
and plentifully poured, as by Common Prayers, 


duc uting of the Sacraments , and often Preach- 


ing of the Goſpel, with devotion of the hearers : 
And yet this notwithſtanding, a great number 
of people in divers parts of this Realm, follow- 
ing their own ſenſuality , and living without 
knowledge, and due fear of God, do wilfully 
and Schiſmatically abſtain, and refuſe to come 
to their Pariſh-Churches and other Publick 
places where Common Prayer, Adminiſtra- 
tion of the Sacraments , and Preaching of the 
Word of God is uſed, upon the Sundays and 
other days ordained and appointed to be kept 
and obſerved as Holy days: And whereas by the 
um and ſcandalous negle& of Minifters in the 
aid Order, or Liturgy fo ſer forth and en 
joyned as aforeſaid, great miſchiefs and incon- 
veniences , during the times of the late unhap- 
py troubles, have ariſen and grown; and many 
people have been led into Factions and Schiſms, 
to the great decay and ſcandal of the Reformed 
Religion of the Church of England; and to the 
hazard of many ſouls : For prevention where- 
of in time to come, for ſetling the Peace of 
the Church , and for allaying the preſent di- 
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ſembled 
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ſtempers, which the indiſpoſition of the time 


to His Declaration of the Five and twentieth of 
October One thouſand ſix hundred and ſixty) 
granted His Commiſſion under the great Seal of 
England to ſeveral Biſhops and other Divines 
to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to 
prepare ſuch Alterations and Additions, as they 
thought fit to offer; and afterwards the Con- 
vocations of both the Provinces of Canterbury 
and Pri, being by His Majeſty called and aſ- 
and now ſitting) His Majeſty hath 
been pleaſed to Authorize and require the Pre- 
ſidents of the ſaid Convocations, and other the 
Biſhops and Clergy of the ſame , to review the 
ſaid Book of Common Prayer, and the Book of 
the Form and manner of the Making and Con- 
ſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons ;

gether with the Pſalter , or Pſalms of David, 
Pointed as they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches; 
and the Form and Manner of Making , Ordaining, 
and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prizſts, and Deacons, 
fhall at the coſt and charges of the Pariſhioners 
of every Pariſh.

Mhereupon neither the firſt teſta⸗ 
ment was dedicated without 
bloud: Fo2 when Moſes had ſpo- 
ken e very pꝛecept to all the people, 
accoꝛding to the law, he took the 
bloud of calves,and of goats, with 
water and ſcarlet. wooll, and 
hyſſop , and (pꝛinkled both the 
book and all the people , ſaying, 
This is the bloud ot᷑ the teſtament, 
which God hach enjoyned unto 
you, Mozeover, he ſpꝛinkled like⸗ 
wiſe with bloud both the taberna⸗ 
cle, und all the veſſels of the mt- 
niſtry. And atmoſt all things are 
by the law purged with bloud; and 
without ſhedding of bloud is no 
remiſſion. It was therefo2e ne- 
ceſſaty that the patterns of things 
in the heavens ſhould be purifted 
with theſe; but the heavenly things 
themſelves with better ſacrifices 
then theſe, Fo2 Chaiſt is not en- 
tred into the holy places made 
with hands which are the figures 
ak the true, but into heaven it ſelf, 
now to appear in the p2eſence of 
God koꝛ us; noꝛ yet that he ſhould 
oller himſelf often, as the high 
peſt entreth into the holy place 
every year with bloud of others: 


koz then muſt he often have ſuffer:

And 
when Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was 
etceeding glad, fo2 he was deſi⸗ 
rous to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, 
becauſe he had heard many things 
ofhim, and he hoped to have ſeen 
lome miracle done 1 Then 
he queſtloned with him in many 
moꝛds; but he anſwered him no- 
thing. And the chief pꝛieſts and 
(cribes' ſtood and vehementiy ac- 
cuſed him. And Herod with his 
men of war ſet him at nought, and 
mocked him, and arayed him in a 


gorgeous robe , and ſent him a- 


ain to Pilate. And the ſame day 
Pilate and Herod were made 
kriends together; fo2 befoze they 
were at enmity between them- 
ſelves. And Pilate when he had 
called together the chtef_ pꝛieſts,

And they 
cried out all at once, ſaytng, A- 
way with this man, and releaſe 
unto us Barabbas: (CUho foꝛ a 
certain ſedition made in the city, 
and fo2 murder was caſt in p2t- 
on) Ps "een willing to 
releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. But they cried, ſaying, 
Cructfie him, cruciſie him. And 
he ſatd unto them the third time, 
CcUhy, what evil hath he done: 
J have found no cauſe of death in 
him: J will therefo:echaſtiſe him, 
and let him go. And they were 
inſtant with loud voices , requi⸗ 
ring that he nay be crucified t 
and the voices of them, and ofthe 
chief pꝛieſts pzevatied, And Pi⸗ 
late gabe ſentence that it ſhould 
be as they required. And he relea⸗ 
ſed unto them, him that koꝛ ledi⸗ 
tion and murder was caſt into pꝛi⸗ 


ſon, whom thep had deſired; — 
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he delivered Jeſus to their will. 
And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cy- 
renean, coming out of the coun⸗ 
trey, and on him they latd the 
croſs, that he might bear it after 
Jeſus. And there followed him 
a great company of people , and 
of women, who alſo bewalled and 
lamented him. But Jeſus turn- 
ing unto them, ſaid, Daughters 
of Jeruſalem , weep not fo2 me, 
but weep fo2 your ſelves, and fo:

done nothing amiſs. And he ſaid 
unto Telus, Lo2d, remember me 
when thou comeſt into thy king: 
dom. And Jeſus ſatd unto him,

For the Sacra- 
mental Bread and wine remain ſtill in their very 
natural Subſtances, and thersfore may not be adored, 


( for that were Idolatry to be abherred of all faiti fi 
chrimi ans) And the natural Body and Bloud 
our Saviour Chriſt are in Heaven, and not here; it 
being against the truth of Chriſts natural Body, to 
be at one time in more places then one. 


The Miniſtration of Publick Baptiſm of Infants, to be uſed in the Church. 


He People are to be admoniſhed, that it 

is moſt convenient. that Baptiſm ſhould 
nor be adminiſtred but upon Sundays, and 
other Holy-days, when the moſt number of 
people come togerher : as well for that the 
Congregation there preſent may teſtifie the 
receiving of them that be newly baptized in- 
to the number of Chriſts Church ; asalſobe- 
cauſe in the Baptiſm of Infants., every 
man preſent may be put in remembrance of

his own profeſſion made to God in his Bap- 


tiſm. For which cauſe alſo it is expedient 
that Baptiſm be miniſtred in the vulgar tongue. 
Nevertheleſs ( if neceſſity fo require) chil- 
dren may be baprized upon any other day. 

And note, that there ſhall be for every male- 
child to be baptized, two Godfathers and 
one Godtnother : and for every female, one 
Godfather and two Godmothers. 

When there are children to be baptized, the 
Parents ſhall give knowledge thereof over 
night,or in the morning before the beginning 
of Morning Prayer, to the Curate. And 
then the Godfathers and Godmothers, and 
the People with the Children muſt be ready 
at the Font, either immediately after the laſt 


Leſſon at Morning Prayer, or elſe immediate- 


ly after the laſt Leſſon at Evening Prayer, as 
the Curate by his diſcretion ſhall appoint. And 
the Prieſt coming to the Font (which is 
then to be filled with pure water ) and ſtand-

Je Curates of every Pariſh ſhall often 

ad moniſn the People, that they defer 
not the Baptiſm of their children longer then 
the firſt or ſecond Sunday next after their 
birth, or other Holiday falling between, un- 
leſs upon a great and reaſonable cauſe, to be 
approved by the Curate. ; 

And alſo they ſhall warn them, that without 
like great cauſe and neceſſity, they procure 
not their children to be baptized at home in 
their houſes. But when need ſhall compel 
them ſo to do, then Baptiſm ſhall be admini- 
ſtred on this faſhion,

THE PREFACE. 


T is evident unto all men diligently reading holy Scripture and ancient Au- 

thors, that from the Apoſtles time there have been theſe Orders of Mini- 

, ſters in Chriſt's Church; Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons. Which Offices were 
evermore had. in ſuch reverend eſtimation, that no man might preſume to exe- 
cute any of them, except he were firſt called, tried, examined, and known to 
have ſich qualities as are requiſite for the ſame ; and alſo by publick prayer, 
with impoſition of hands, were approved and admitted thereunto by lawful 
Authority. And therefore, to the intent that theſe Orders may be continued, 
and reyerently uſed and eſteemed in the Church of Eigland; No man ſhall be 
accounted or taken to be a lawful Biſhop , Prieſt, or Deacon in the Church of 
England, or ſuffered ta: execute any of the ſaid Functions, except he be called, 
tried, examined, and admitted thereunto, according to the Form hereafter fol- 
lowing, or hath had formerly Epiſcopal Conſecration, or Ordination. 


And none ſhalt be admitted a Deacon, except he be Twenty three years of 


age, unleſs he have a Faculty. And every man which is to be admitted a Prieſt, 
ſhall be full Four and twenty years. old. And every man which is to be. Ordain- 
ed or Conſecrated.Biſhop, ſhall be fully Thirty years of Age. 

And the Biſhop knowing either by himſelf, or by ſufficient teſtimony, any 
perſon to be a man of vertuous converſation, and without crime, and after 
examination and trial, finding him learned in the Latine Tongue, and ſuffici- 
ently inſtructed in holy Scripture, may at the times appointed in the Canon, or 
elſe upon urgent occaſion, on ſome other Sunday or Holy-day, in the face of 
the Church, admit bim a Deacon, in ſuch manner and form as hexeafter fol- 
lewethe . 8 4 5
